The Rush county plaintiffs, Air. and 
Airs. Holman, were given the large 
court judgment against the former 
hanking firm of this city oh grounds 
of alleged fraud, as the result 
of 
loaning money to Earl Payne, then 
president of the hank, who' was al­ 
iened to have represented 
to them 
that the money was for the use 
of 
the hank. 
In setting aside the verdict of the 
jury, and awarding a venire denovo, 
Judge Ellis stated this morning that 
he had erred and assumed the res­ 
ponsibility for an omission in his in­ 
structions to the jury. 


The complaint was filed 
in five 
paragraphs, and the jury could re­ 
turn a verdict on one, several, 
oil 
all of them, and special forms were 
sent with the jury when they retired, 
upon which they could 
make their 
return. The jury returned a verdict 
on the first and third paragraphs*

The report recommended 
a livestock barn he erected on the 
north side of the farm, as a 
very 
much needed improvement. 
The grand jury found the jail to 
be in good condition and referred 
to the unsanitary condition of the 
window ledges on the third floor of 
the court house, due to

mended that some means be found 
to rid the court house of the

eons. Other needed repairs at

court house were referred to, all of

bond is $10,500, and who is held on 
three charges. 
The three

prisoners 
were returned to Connersville Alon. 
day. Bennett was arrested late Alon- 
dav while at work here. Luddington 
was arrested in Connersville 
and 
Barrett, who lived here until a few 
weeks ago and moved to Franklin 
county, appeared and gave himself 
over to the Fayette county officers. 
All are charged with conspiracy 
to commit a felony with $5.000 bond, 
and a second charge of transport­ 
ing liquor which carries 
another 
$5,000 bond. Levi, owner of the m a­ 
chine, is charged with a third affi­ 
davit of driving a Jewett 
machine 
with a license issued for a Chevro­ 
let, and $500 bond is required 
on 
this charge. 
The officers from 
Connersville 
Monday afternoon assumed posses­ 
sion of the new Jewett machine and 
drove it back to Connersville. Levi 
is said to have obtained the 
new 
car last week, and had traded 
his 
former machine in on it as part 
of 
the consideration. 
Luddington, 
the

'man, was sentenced 
to the

has not been at liberty long.

Sehorteniier says, “ I have instruct­ 
ed the state police to watch 
for 
various infractions of traffic regu­ 
lations and examples of careless or 
reckless driving and to warn motor­ 
ists of the danger to 
themselves, 
their passenger guests and 
others 
who have a legal right to use 
the 
road. 
“ The motorist who 
forms 
the 
habit of giving signals for 
every 
operation of his automobile

never be amiss in case of an acci­ 
dent. It may seem foolish to 
give 
signals away out on some 
lonely 
country road, but in such spots oc­ 
cur most of the serious accidents. 
Where traffic is heavy and guarded 
by traffic officers the motorist 
is 
careful which lessens the number of 
accidents. 
Out where no 
danger 
seems to be near is where the motor­ 
ist becomes lax and tlie unexpected 
happefts. 
“ The new Indiana law which gives 
the motorist the legal right to travel 
at 40 miles per hour must 
cause 
every automobile driver to consider 
when and where such speed is reas­ 
onable and proper for under 
such 
condition only is the rate of 40 miles 
an hour legal. The motorist 
must 
realize that udner the new law, one 
may be arrested and convicted for 
improper or reckless driving. 
To 
drive at 40 miles an hour over 
wet 
and slippery road or when traffic is 
heavy is certainly improper and reck­ 
less and after Safety Week arrests 
will he made for* such offenses.

Recently a

dressed, very 
sm ooth looking middle 
aged 
man 
breezed into a nearby city, 
regis­ 
tered at a hotel, and armed with a 
sam ple kit and order book of a large 
clothing manufacturer, began selling 
suits and taking deposits. 
lie obtained some eight 
or 
ten 
orders when 
his operations were 
called to the 
attention of, a local 
organisation ’jjbterestod in putiting 
an end to swindling operations 
in 
the community, lie made represen­ 
tations to one man that the 
com­ 
pany maintained local ollices, but a 
check-up showed that the room ad­ 
dress he gave was a vacant room. 
He made n u m e ro u s other misrepre­ 
sentations, and the majority of the 
orders were never sent in, advance 
deposits ranging from $5 to $30 in 
each sale. 
The fraudulent salesman was ar­ 
rested on a vagrancy cliuigc 
and 
evidence was gathered to support a 
false pretense charge, but he man­ 
aged to get out on bond, which he 
forfeited and made good his escape. 
The clothing company he represent­ 
ed was notified and refunded much 
of the money which 
he 
obtained 
i rom his \ iet mis. 
But every ease of this sort does 
not turn out so well. 
Often 
the 
crook e sc a p e s and the people 
who 
were so gullible as to pay money in 
advance to a stranger have to hold 
the hag. 
If the person approached 
by 
a 


d o o r b e l l - ringing salesman, 
instead 
of unsuspectingly believing 
every 
claim and statement, will ask a lew 
pointed questions, the frauds 
xvill 
be driven to honest work, 
because 
they can not stand up under hon­ 
est examination. 
Better still, is the policy of buy­ 
ing of home merchants where mer- 
< handise, if not 
represented, will 
he made good, because a merchant s 
reputation depends upon Ids treat­ 
ment of customers in this respect. 
The Kushville Chamber of

inerce stands ready to advise 
any 
local citizen approached by 
un­ 
known 
salesmen. 
No matter

good their proposition sounds, 
it 
should never he forgotten that they 
will be gone when you discover that 
what they said was untrue. 


Hogs and Corn 
Mav weather was anything 
but 
good for helping farm crop 
pros­ 
pects, and June to date has 
not 
shown any tendencies that indicate 
it will be any better. May was the 
wettest month °n record in Indiana 
and thi" condition has prevailed all 
through the corn belt, with the ex­ 
ception of Kansas and 
Nebraska, 
which has been much drier than us­ 
ual. 
Farmer« have been 
discouraged 
about a short crop, due to the back, 
ward season, but there seems to bt

little reason for such a feeling, es­ 
pecially in Rush county. 
Farmers 
have not lost a single opportunity to 
plant between showers, with the re­ 
sult that practically all corn is in 
the ground now. The corn that was 
planted early is doing splendidly. A 
backward season does not 
always 
mean a short crop. In 19*20 the wea_ 
tlier delayed the planting, but 
the 
largest corn crop on record 
was 
harvested. 
The prospects for corn 
always 
have a bearing on the price of hogs. 
At least this is reasoned by 
stud­ 
ents of market conditions, but 
no 
one has been able to explain 
with 
any degree of certainty what 
was 
responsible for the recent break in 
the hog market. The present price 
can not be justified by any process 
of reasoning, and it is 
predicted 
that the market will strengthen ma. 
terially by the middle of this month. 
The present unduly low price for 
hogs makes it almost certain 
that 
there will not be any increase in the 
pigs farrowed this fall, which will 
he helpful in holding up next year’s 
price, though prices may be decid­ 
edly weak at the fag end of 
this 
year. The point has almost 
been 
reached where it is unprofitable to 
leed. corn to hogs. The profit is now 
the lowest it has been in one and a 
half years.

people of Porto Rico. 
Until recently, this menace has 
been the concern only of the Porto 
Rican labor party, a minority, but 
it now appears that the conserva­ 
tive leaders of this American pos­ 
session have come to the conclu­ 
sion that the welfare of the Porto 
Rican people is very seriously 
threatened. 
The first evidence of this was 
apparent recently when the con­ 
servative speaker of the Porto 
Rican House of Representatives 
and the conservative president of 
the Porto Rican Senate protested 
the attitude of foreign-owned cor­ 
porations to Secretary of War 
Dwight F. Davis at A dinner In his 
honor at San Juan, 
t 
Porto Ricans subsequently sent 
many pamphlets containing these 
speeches to the United States in 
an effort to tell their story to the 
American people. 
A few days ago a delegation of 
island leaders called on President 
Coolidg** 
It included the speaker 


of the Porto Rican House of Rep­ 
resentatives, Jose Tous Soto, and 
the Senate president, Antonio R. 
Barcelo. 
Most significantly, as in­ 
dicating a united front, it includ­ 
ed Santiago Iglesias, .Senate mi­ 
nority leader, and Rafael Alonso, 
minority leader of the House. 


Want Governor Retained 
This delegation had been in­ 
spired to come here by rumors 
that the sugar, tobacco and other 
big American interests in Pprto 
Rico had been trying to persuade 
the president to replace Horace M. 
Towner, governor of the island. 
The Porto Ricans want the privi­ 
lege of electing their own govern­ 
or and Towner is not satisfactory 
to all of them, but privately they 
expressed the thought that 
the 
corporations 
obtained 
another 
governor Porto Rico would bjj 
pushed from the frying-pan into 
the fire. 
The basis of Towner’s present 
popularity with Porto Ricans and 
his unpopularity with the corpora­ 
tions is said by the former to be 
his advocacy of adequate taxation 
for the interests which are taking 
everything out of the country and 
not putting anything back in.

suits and taking deposits. 


Jle obtained some eight or 
ten 


orders when his operations 
were 


called to the attention of, a loea 
organisation jiterested in putting 
an end to swindling operations in 
the community. He made represen- 
tations to one man that the 
com- 


pany maintained local ollices, but a

Hogs and Corn 


May weather was anything 
but 


good 'for helping farm crop pros- 
perls, and June to date has 
not 


shown any tendencies that indicate 
it will be any better. May was the 
v.-etlest month on record in Indiana 
and this condition has prevailed all 
through the corn belt, with the ex- 
ception nf Kansas and 
Nebraska, 


which has been much drier than us- 
ual. 


Farmers have been 
discouraged 


about a short crop, due to the back- 
ward season, bnt there seeias to be 


little reason for such a feeling, es- 
pecially in Rush county. 
Farmers. 


have not lost a single opportunity to 
plant between showers, with the re- 
sult that practically all corn is in 
the ground now. The corn that was 
planted early is doing splendidly. A 
backward season does not always 
mean a short crop. In 1920 the wea. 
ther delayed the planting, but 
the 


largest corn crop on record 
was 


harvested. 


The prospects for corn always 


liave a bearing on the price of hogs. 
At least this is reasoned by stud- 
ents of market conditions, but no 
one has been able to explain with 
any degree o£ certainty what w«« 
responsible for the recent break in 
the hog market. The present price 
can not be justified by any process 
of reasoning, and it is 
predicted 


that the market will strengthen ma. 
terially by the middle of this month. 


The present unduly low price for 


hogs makes it almost certain that 
there will not be any increase in the 
pigs farrowed this fall, which will 
be helpful in holding up next years 
price, though prices may be decid- 
edly weak at the fag end of this 
year. The point has almost 
been 


reached where it is unprofitable to 
ieed corn to hogs. The profit is now 
the lowest it has been in one and a 
half years.
